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"H E Lfca^dcd Su Hiero^wk^ forrocrly our Advocat io 
_ celebrating the Travels aod hardy Adventures of Phi* 
lofoph^p to acquire knowledge^ and in commemorating the 
rcfpedful Addrefles and Veneration, which great and wife 
men cfFeiM to Philofophers* ' This he performs with moft af« 
fe6tioiiat ardors and'thefe Refpeft's are agreeable to the Di- 
ctates of Right Reafon^ of Good JMatuie^ and of the Good 
Manners of the Givi] Gentiles. Alfo our famous Cowley came 
clofeto cur Concernments, both in his Poetical infpirationsj 
and in hisfoberProfe^ He vindicates the excellency and di- 
ftribmes the main parts of Experimental Philofophy, And 
thus far we have obtaiad, in ourtoefencCj Authentiquc zealj 
well grounded Raptures^ Ancient and Modern Suffrage 5 on 
both fides accompliQi't with the poiitcfi: Learning and foundcft 
Judgments. 

Now, for a Caution, to prevent an unhappy Obftrutiion, 
that it may not interrupt the Generous in their pourfuit of Re- 
viving and Promoting the Ingenuous Arts^I (hall here enquire 
a little the Caufe of their Decay in degenerating Ages, And 
the Fvoman Satjriji^ whofe ftylc was too often polluted by the 
profligate Luxury of his days, hath yet referv'd^ for our oc* 
cafioDSj acleaoj elegant and brief Declamation, {perhaps one 
of the beft Remains of Antiquity,) fioce pertinent and argute 
f^fr^ Declamations had a great name in the Schools of Rome and of 
old Greece.

A Bout the end oioBober 1671. Saturn pafs'd clofe by Pour 
fmall Fix't Stars, vifiblc only by a Telefcope, within the 
fnus of the Wautof Aifuarim^ which Rheita once took for 
New Satellits of Jupiter, calling them Vrban^oBavians t but 
which Hevelius (who called them Vladiflavians) flicw*d to be 
fome of the common Fix^tStars, that may every day be feeo 
by a Telefcope any where in tii Heavens^ 

This Paffagc of Saturn gave us occafion todifcoverin the 

fame place, within thefpace of lomintits, by a Telefcope of 

17 feet, mdiAthj Campaniy £/ew» other fmaller Stars, one of 

which, by its particular moiioD,£hew*d it felf to be a true tU^ 

net • which we found by comparing it not only to Saturn and 

his Ordinary Satellit, dircovcredi655by Mr.Hngei^/, butalfo 

t J other Fix't Stars, and particularly to three, marked a^b^d^ 

Sit Tat. in theFirftr^^fe, where, to avoid a long^ explication of our 

i,fi£M. fijft Obfervations, wehavcdefcribed the way ofSaturo, and 

that of the New Planet, alwayes marked c^ bcgiooiog firort 

cBoher2%. unto fJovemb. 6. We have added to k the Ordi* 

nary Satellit, without any particular mark, becaufe he iseafie 

to be known,being in thefe obfervations always next to Saturn.
